Born on a farm n ear Haskins, Ohio, 
sh** was educated at Columbia Univer­ 
sity in New York, and did her first 
teaching at the Kan sas State T eachers 
College at Emporia. 
Her findings on the diets of the na- 
tion have been used by many of tin* 
defense agencies as a basis for their 
pro gram and sh e’s consulted by private 
agencies as well.
